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Carbonation Is appUed to the porous calcium silicate hydrate in the 
presence of carbon dioxide-dissolved water having a wt of 4 - 1000 
times the porous calcium silicate hydrate. 

USB/ ADVANTAGE - Carbonation in the presence of an aq. soln. 
dissolves Ca. The result increases the amt. of silica gel per gram of 
prod., and increases specific surface area. The porous calcium 
silicate hydrate has Improved specific surface area and increased 
coefft. of moisture absorption and has low alkalinity. The wasted 
light wt. foamed concrete comprising mainly porous calcium silicate 
hydrate is effectively used at low cost.
